Her  seaworthiness 
depends  on  the  success  of  our  basic  preparation. 


Giving  and  getting  criticism  of  their  work  from 
other  students  and  teachers  is  an  important  part 
of  the  art  student's  training.  Here  a  student  is 
shown  pointing  out  good  and  bad  points  of  his 
drawing  to  a  classmate.  The  criticism  he 
receives  will  help  him  to  make  improvements 
on  his  original  drawing.  Art  courses  not  only 
develop  the  person's  artistic  abilities,  but  also 
add  to  his  judging  powers. 


Students  from  ceramics  classes  don't  mind  getting  their 
hands  dirty,  as  shown  in  the  picture  below.  The  other 
illustration  shows  students  industriously  improving  their 
clay  sculptures. 


These  jewelry  students  are  experiencing  the  joy  of  creating 
beautiful  designs  in  silver  and  copper.  Bracelets,  pins,  cuff 
links,  earrings,  and  enameled  ash  trays  are  among  the 
articles  made  in  the  jewelry  classes.  Many  students  who 
learn  the  jewelry  techniques  continue  them  at  home  as  a 
hobby. 


Here  are  three  boys  from  the  drawing 
and  painting  class  discussing  their  work 
with  Mr.  Kellog,  one  of  the  art  instruc- 
tors. In  this  class  the  students  use 
water  colors,  chalk,  crayons,  and  show- 
card  paints  to  sketch  landscapes,  still 
life,  figures,  and  portraits.  This  year 
they  placed  four  entries  in  the  safety 
poster  contest  and  eight  in  the  'Be  Kind 
To  Animals'  contest,  in  addition  to 
designing  covers  for  various  booklets 
and  pamphlets.  Drawing  and  painting 
challenges  and  stimulates  the  talents  and 
abilities  of  the  students  taking  the  class. 


The  Nursery  School  at  Highland  Park, 
supervised  by  Mrs.  Clara  Strong,  is  well- 
known  as  one  of  the  best  in  all  the  state. 
Students  in  the  ninth  and  twelfth  grades 
are  required  to  spend  some  time  in  the 
nursery,  working  and  playing  with  the 
children,  and  in  the  twelfth  grade  espec- 
ially, observing  and  writing  reports  on 
the  children  in  connection  with  sociology 
classes.  The  Nursery  School  is  not  only 
a  service  to  the  community,  but  it  also 
benefits  the  students  who  learn  what  to 
expect  from  these  three-and-four-year- 
olds,  and  how  to  take  care  of  them.  The 
students  learn  how  to  adapt  the  text-book 
methods  from  sociology  class  to  every- 
day situations. 

At  the  far  left  is  a  sociology  class  dis- 
cussing their  experiences  in  Nursery 
School.  At  the  left  are  children  learning 
to  play  together  and  get  along  with  each 
other.  At  the  middle  left  are  two  of  the 
little  girls  having  a  difference  of  opinion 
over  a  puzzle.  At  the  bottom  is  a  student 
teacher  helping  with  bead-stringing. 
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In  the  eleventh  grade,  girls  from  Miss 
Moore's  Advanced  Foods  classes  are  sent 
to  the  Nursery  School  as  Junior  Dietitians 
to  assist  the  headdietitian,  Mrs.  Gillespie. 
They  help  to  prepare  and  serve  the  meals, 
getting  valuable  experience  in  quantity 
cooking. 
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Together  Highland  Park's  two  libraries 
hold  14,800  books.  Besides  the  books, 
magazines,  vocational  and  pamphlet  files, 
they  have  a  large  reference  book  selection. 
Assisting  the  head  librarian  is  a  student 
staff.  These  assistants  help  other  students 
find  books  and  carry  out  other  responsi- 
bilities in  the  library.  This  not  only 
promotes  smooth  operation  of  library,  but 
betters  the  relationship  between  the  stu- 
dents and  the  library.  It  helps  to  make 
the  library  a  pleasant  and  effective  place 
in  which  to  work.  Student  assistants  ac- 
quire important  skills  through  co- 
operatively working  together  and  through 
assuming  responsibility.

Pictured  at  the  right  is  a  typing  class  in 
action.  Typing  is  one  of  the  basic  skills 
which  every  high  school  graduate  should 
have.  It  is  necessary  for  any  office  position 
and  many  excellent  jobs  are  available  to 
anyone  typing  fifty  words  or  more  per 
minute.  The  placement  department  finds 
office  employment  for  any  student  who  is 
qualified  at  the  time  of  graduation.  At  the 
end  of  the  two  years  of  typing  which  are 
offered,  the  student  should  be  a  proficient 
typist.

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The  picture  at  the  left  shows  a  stenography 
class  being  shown  the  fundamentals  of 
shorthand.  To  enter  a  stenography  class 
you  must  have  completed  one  year  or 
more  of  typing  and  have  at  least  a  "C"  in 
college  english.  About  eighty  per  cent  of 
the  girls  who  finish  stenography  go  into 
clerical  work  after  graduation.  To  spur 
the  girls  on  to  higher  goals,  awards  are 
presented  to  the  ones  who  reach  speeds  of 
60,  80,  100,  120  words  per  minutes  during 
5  minute  readings  with  less  than  3  per 
cent  errors.  Transcriptions  are  written 
by  hand  and  also  typed. 
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In  H.  P. 's  fully-equipped  auto  mechanics  classes, 
the  boys  get  a  basic  knowledge  of  the  repairing 
and  servicing  of  automobiles  which  fits  them 
for  jobs  in  garages  and  filling  stations.  To  give 
you  an  idea  of  how  messy  this  job  is  —  at  the 
left  are  two  future  mechanics  removing  the  oil 
pan  from  a  car.  Above,  they  are  doing  motor 
repair  work.  Mr.  Hoffman  has  fifteen  in  his 
classes.

The  driver  training  class  is  one  of  the 
most  popular  classes  in  school.  Mr. 
Hansen  and  Mr.  Larzelere  each  take 
twelve  students  a  day  for  training.  They 
are  out  for  two  hours  at  a  time  with  four 
students  in  each  car.  The  cars  have  been 
donated  for  the  course  by  some  of  the  very 
generous  automobile  dealers  in  Highland 
Park.  These  cars  have  been  specially 
built  with  dual  controls. 
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Recently  the  trade  machine  boys  have  entered 
on  a  very  ambitious  program.  They  are  now  in 
the  process  of  making  different  types  of  machines 
and  tools.  Shown  above  is  the  milling  gear, 
while  at  the  right  is  the  machine  carriage  under 
observation.  The  graduates  of  1953  are  now 
undergoing  a  project  of  completing  small  drill 
presses.  Also  under  construction  is  a  small 
bench  lathe. 
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Proud  of  their  well  equipped  print  shop, 
the  boys  of  Highland  Park  perform  many 
valuable  services  for  the  school,  including 
various  printing  materials  and  several 
publications.  For  example  at  the  left  we 
see  two  of  the  boys  in  the  process  of 
printing  forms  and  tags. 


The  above  two  biology  students  are  quite  interested  in 
their  white  mice  this  year.  To  them  it  is  a  new  ex- 
perience to  have  white  mice  to  work  with,  and  to 
discover  biological  laws  that  will  help  them  under- 
stand the  natural  world  around  them  and  to  enjoy  their 
laboratory  work  more  fully. 
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Many  students  in  chemistry  are  quite  amazed  by 
some  of  the  reactions  that  occur  when  doing  an 
experiment.  In  the  above  picture  Jim  Hovisand 
Dave  Courtney  are  working  hard  to  determine 
an  unknown  compound.  Most  students  in  chem- 
istry lab  say  that  it  is  more  fun  than  hard  work. 


The  students  in  the  organ  class  were  quite  happy 
last  term  when  they  made  a  field  trip  to 
Grinnel's.  While  there  they  saw  the  three  main 
types  of  organs. 

The  students  are  preparing  for  a  recital  which 
will  be  the  highlight  of  the  year.  Junior  Jim 
Vickers  is  pictured  at  the  left  during  a  practice 
session. 
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At  the  left  is  pictured  one  of  Highland  Park's  home- 
making  laboratories.  Recently  remodeled,  these 
modern  buildings  house  all  the  necessary  equipment 
required  for  the  training  of  future  homemakers.  Built 
just  like  actual  homes,  the  buildings  give  the  girls  a 
wonderful  opportunity  to  learn  all  the  ins  and  outs  of 
running  a  home.  They  plan  and  cook  meals,  balance 
budgets,  clean  house,  and  sew  just  as  they  will  do  when 
they  have  homes  of  their  own.  Besides  the  homemaking 
labs,  there  is  an  advanced  sewing  department  in  the 
high  school  building  itself.  In  these  classes  senior 
girls  make  entire  wardrobes  at  great  savings  of 
money.  Many  girls  make  all  the  clothes  for  the  Wash- 
ington Trip. 


Here  at  Highland  Park  for  the  9B's  and  9A's 
there  is  a  required  course  called  exploratory 
which  is  really  an  introduction  to  the  vocational 
and  commercial  departments  of  the  high  school. 
Both  girls  and  boys  spend  a  few  weeks  taking 
such  courses  as  printing  and  home  mechanics. 
The  remainder  of  the  semester  is  spent  in 
either  an  introduction  to  typing  or  a  gardening 
course.  The  purpose  of  the  exploratory  program 
is  to  acquaint  the  students  with  Highland  Park's 
unique  vocational  program  and  to  create  interest 
in  typing  and  other  courses  in  the  commercial 
department. 
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Through  our  feeling  of  oneness  and  cooperation,  we  have 
built  personality  and  character.  These  qualities  are  the 
nerve  center  of  the  H.  P.  "53".  They  are  our  means  of  com- 
municating successfully  with  the  world.

Having  one  of  the  smallest  squads  represented,  the 
Bear  team  of  James  Engram,  Bernie  Jones,  Jadwaa  Ahmad,  Luke  Collins  and  John  Grotewohl  picked  up  one 
second,  three  thirds,  one  fourth  and  one  fifth  for  their  18  1/4  points.  Going  into  the  final  event,  the  Parkers 
needed  a  first  place  in  high  jump  to  cop  the  crown.  Hard  luck  set  in,  however,  as  Bernie  Jones'  fingernail 
barely  brushed  the  crossbar,  giving  the  Bears  a  third  place  in  the  event  and  in  the  meet. 

In  the  Regional  tourney  held  at  Monroe,  the  Parkers,  however,  didn't  do  quite  as  well,  as  dark-horse 
Grosse  Pointe  took  the  flag  from  the  league- leading  Fordson  Tractors,  with  the  Mackmen  finishing  third.

"We  had  a  better  team  than  the  championship  team  of  the  year  before,  but  the  breaks  were  agamstus."  With  these 
words  Coach  Frank  Pellerin  summed  up  the  1952  baseball  season.  Plagued  with  injuries,  bad  breaks,  and  an 
inability  to  hit  in  the  clutches,  the  Polar  Bear  nine  skidded  from  first  place  contention  into  a  tie  for  fourth  place. 
They  were  able  to  score  only  three  runs  in  the  last  five  games.  The  excellent  pitching  of  Elbert  HoUis  was  unable 
to  compensate  for  the  .199  batting  average  posted  by  the  team.  In  Border  Cities  League  competition,  the  Bears 
posted  a  4-6  record  and  split  with  Hamtramck  in  two  non-league  encounters.  Two  of  the  losses  were  by  one  run, 
and  three  of  them  were  by  two,  showing  that  a  few  lucky  breaks  at  the  right  moments  could  have  easily  reversed 
the  Bears'   record.
